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(57) [Claims for Registration of Utility Model] 

A developing device for a copying machine comprising- 

a developer tank provided in a surrounding area of a photoconductor; 

a magnet roller supported via a roller shaft in the developer tank, on 
the photoconductor side, and provided with a plurality of magnetic poles; 

a stirring roller rotatably supported via the stirring shaft in the 
developer tank, on a side farther from the photoconductor than the magnet 
roller; 

a developer adjusting piece provided above the magnet roller for 
regulating an amount of toner spattering on the photoconductor; 

a flow plate for returning the developer which is regulated by the 
developer adjusting piece above the magnet roller and on the side farther 
from the photoconductor than said adjusting piece; wherein 

the magnetic pole closest to the adjusting piece on the stirring roller 
side is arranged so that a line segment connecting said magnetic pole and 
the roller shaft is positioned on a side closer to the stirring roller than a line 
segment connecting an end portion of the flow plate on the photoconductor 
side and the roller shaft of the magnet roller.

FIG. 1 is a sectional view showing a developing device for a copying machine 
according to an embodiment of the present utility model; and FIG. 2 is a 
sectional view showing a conventional developing device for a copying 
machine.
